The Most Wonderful Operation 
Known in Surgery

Performed in the Presence of One Hundred 
Prominent Physicians—An Aneurism of the 
liiac Artery. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, August 3.—On Thursday afternoon 
Dr. Dange, one of the visiting surgeons of Belle- 
vue Hopital, performed a rare operation upon an 
aneurism of the external iliac artery in the pres- 
ence of nearly a hundred physicians. Among 
them were Dr. A. Flubrer, Dr. Little, Dr. Henry 
B. Sand®, Dr. Charles Phelps, Dr. Whittemore of 
New Haven, and Dr. Smith of the United States 
army. Invitations were sent to all the prominent 
surgeons of the city, but few could be present, 
and the attendance was composed principally 
of the home _§ staffs of the various 
city hospitals. The patient is a flute 
player, 36 years of age, and was formerly 


employed in one of the theater orchestras in this 
city. Hehad been troubled with aneurism for 
neariy a year. It showed itselfin his left groin, 
where it caused a protuberance 
. THE SIZE OF A HEN EGG, 
and the pressure upon the nerves of his left leg 
Was SO great as to Cause numbuess in that limb, 
which, in lume, became nearly paralyzed. Three 
weeks ago he consultea Dr. 
av operation, and he was accordingly admitted to 
the hospital... On Thursday afternoon he was 
taken Into the hospitalampliutheater. Dr. Lange 
assisted by Dr. Churles aamearass, Dr. Samue 
Lewengood, Dr. Robert T. Morris and Dr. W. 
T. Wardwell, cut through the } atient’s abdominal 
wall into his abdomen. The intestines were 
turned to one side while Dr. Lange reacued into 
the orifice and tied tiie common iliac below the 
point where it branches off from the aorta, and 
just above the .aneurisin. The intestines were 
then replaced, the cut sewed up, and the patient 
restored to consciousness. More than a week has 
elapsed since the operation, and the patient Is 
considered likely to recover. If the aneurism had 
been allowed to remain, the continued flowing of 
the blood through it would have enlarged it and 
weakened its walls, and it would have been 
LIKELY TO BURST 
with the slightest strain. It would have increased 
size with time, and the abnormal 
upon the surrounding organs 
nerves would have led to various 
disorders. The operation stops the flow of blood 
through the aneurism, which vecomes hard and 
snialier.” [tatso stops the circulation through the 
liane arteries, which supply the left leg with its 
sustenance, causing the blood to course from an 
overflow, as it were, from the upper part of the 
vody through the small blood vessels whici form 
a chain of condicts ail over the system. If this 
collateral circulation is not sufficient to give the 
member its life, it will probably Lave to be ampu- 
tuted. Thisis one of the dangers to_ be feared. 
Among the other effects which may follow such 
an operaiuon are pyw#imia or blood poisouing,from 
the siOughing of the sac of the aneurism, 
yeritoenitis or inflammation of the living mem- 
rane Of the abcominail cavity, the loosening of 
the ligature which binds the iiiae, and secondary 
hemorrhage. The patient sometimes never re- 
covers fromthe shock of the operation. The 
operation is one of the rarest Known in surgery, 
and has been seldomsperformed. Dr. Erichsen in 
bis standard work on surgery in 1879, said that it 
had been performed forty iiimes with only ten re- 
coveries. It has been performed a number-of 
times sinee then with the same proportionate re- 
suits. Dr. Sands onee performed it if Wiis city. 
The patient recovered, but his leg had to be ain- 
putated afterwards, gangrene resulting fom im- 
perfect circulation.

Mrs. Moore and Mrs. Cruikshanks did 
not get on well with some of the remaining 
fuests,andon Tuesday evening last informed 
Mr. Avery that they intended to go away the next 
day. They offered to settle at the monthly rate. 
Mr. Avery thoughtthat would not be fair, since 
they had been there but little more than a month 
instead of all summer, and asked them to think it 
over atnight. Next morning Mrs. Cruikshanks 
offered Mr. Avery a check for the amount due ac- 
.cording to her own figures. Mr. Avery said that 
he would rather have money. No money was 
forihcoming. Mr. Avery said that the family 
baggage could not jeave the hotel until the bill 
was paid. An expressman came for the baggage. 
Mr. Avery ordered him not to tome 
into the house. Mr. Moore and 
his son, .Harry, dragged a trunk down 
stairs and toward the door. Mr. Avery got ahead 
of the trunk and pushed it back. Mr. Avery says 
that Mr. Moore seized him by the throat, saying: 
“T willchoke the life out of you;” and that Mrs. 
Cruikshanks ana Mrs. Moore also attacked him. 
He managed to bite one of Mr. Moore’s fingers 

and Mr. Moore let go. Then Mr. Avery dragged 
the trunk away from the door. His coat and 
shirt had been torn in the scrimmage.

THE WATER FAMINE. 


An Amended Proclamation Issued by the 
Mayor. 


At the meeting of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, this morning, Water Commissioner Whit- 
man submitted the following report regarding the 
condition of the Compton Hill reservuir and sug 
gesting means for ayerting further distress: 


ST. LOUIS, Angust 3, 1883. 
Col. Henry Flad, President Board of Public Im. 
rovements: 
rk—Since the date of the proclamation of his 
Honor, the Mayor, July 25th, prohibitir 
the sprinklin of the streets ahd 
the use 0 water through hand 
hose, there has been a steady gain in the quantity 
of water in the Compton Hill Reservoir. The to- 
tal increase nas been a littic over 24,000,000 gallons, 
or at the rate of two and two-thirds niiliions dal! ° 
The lowest point reached at 6 a. m. was on suly 
25, When the water stood at 157 7-10 feet. To-day, 
August 3, at6 a.m. the height was 167 1-10 feet, 
being a total gain ®% As hear 
as can be street _sprink- 
lin bv was ut 2,500,uN@ 
gallons daily. This is a little less than our aver- 
age daily gain for the last nine days. In view of 
these facts I would recommend that the Board 
request his Honor, the Mayor, to issueta new proc 
lamation permitting street sprinkling by carts to 
proceed as usual, but prohibiting the use of water 
through hand hose for any purpose at the public 
buildings or city. institutions, aud 
probibiting all consumers from using water 
through hand-hose for sidewalk or gutter wasli- 
ing; street, lawnor yard sprinkling. or washing 
vehicles except where the water passes through a 
meter. This prohibition to continue thirty days. 
Respectfully, THos. J. WHITMAN, 
Water Commiss@uer. 
The recommendation was approved and for- 
warded to the Mayor, who will prepare the 
amended proclamation to-morrow. As hose is used 
for sprinkling purposes in localities where the 
sprinkilng carts do not come, a large number of 
—— against what appears to be a di@crimina- 
ion may be expected. It is suggested that tho 
best way to have proceeded would have been to 
limit the street-sprinkling carts to two or three 
trips daily, aud restored the full use of private 
hose, as a sanitary measure if nothing else. 
Mayor Ewing has issued a vrociamation re- 
moviug the prohibition on street sprinkling, but 
retaluing that ov the Use of hand-hose, in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of the Board of 
Public Improvements.

The Strikers Jubilant at the News--The 
Report Officially Denied--The Situation 
at New York and Elsewhere--Local

These telegrams were flashed in every direction 
to the members of the Brotherhood. 

MASTER WORKMAN SHAW 

said that reporis received from every city in the 
Union show increased coufidence on 
the part of the _ strikers, and not 
a single defection, butinstead, a constant addition 
to the ranks. With respect to the report of Gen. 
Eckert’s resignation, he said that he believed it 
true, because the chief men in the Brotherhood 
had ample opportunity to learn of such a move 
on the’ part of the Western Union and: would not 
send out such information except on good 
grounds. He thought, moreover, that it 
was likely because Eckert had precipitated 
the strike and had placea the company in 
its untegable and unpleasant position. The rail- 
road meh, he said, had responded cheerfully to 
the request of the Brotherhood, at least the mem- 
bers of the order had, and nota letter had been 
received from any of them that was not favorable 
tothe call. The reason the refusal of these men 
to take Western Union messages was not much 
felt was because the telegraph business in the 
country had so largely decreased. Everything, in 
short, was lined with gilt on the strikers’ side this 
morning. , 

The birthday of I. V. Powderly, grand master 
workman of the Knights of Labor, will be cele- 
brated to-night at Twenty-third and Franklin 
avenue, and the telegraphists will join in the fes- 
tivities.

Twenty-five Wires Broken Down. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, August 3.—The storm in this neigh- 
borhood has greatly injured the Western Union 
wires, and the striking operators are jubilant. 
The effects of the wind and rain on the property 
is best told by Mr. Bogart. chief of the wire de- 
partment and supervisor of the cables, who said 
to a reporter of the World: “Our busi- 
ness has been, of course, interfered with 
by the storm, and also by the wires 
which have been cut, I find out wherethe breaks 
are by a galvanometer, and can locate thé break 
exactly, always to within two ohms, or within 
about a thousand feet of the interruption.” Mr. 
Bogart then gave the reporter a list of the wires 
broken or cut throughout the city, and as far in 
other cities and States as he knew. From his ac- 
count it appears that twenty-five wires on the 
Philadelphia tine are down, and a number of 
Pittsburg wires. Four wires in Third avenue 
were blown down in the early part of the day. 
Two special wires belonging to Wall street 
brokers are also down. Five wires were biown 
down along Second avenue. Ten wires are down 
on Eighth ayenue and five below Twenty-third 
street. Four wires are wrecked on Ninth avenue 
and three on Sixth avenue. At.West New York 
copper wire was used to tie a number 
of wires together. At sixteen different poles 


south of the cut the wires were tied, and lower 
down, at fifteen more poles, the wires were found 
oined so as to effectually stop ‘the circuits. All 
ut five of the Atlantic and Pacific wires are re- 
ported to be working well. Mr. Bogart said, after 
fiving the list tothe reporter, **We do not require 
inemen to repair the damage done; our climbers, 
of which we have fifty-three in New York, can 
repair all the iniuries. We have not got the best 
of quality working, but there isan adage among 
operators that a ‘Plug’ works well with a plug; 
ifso, we may pull through. ‘Trouble was re- 
orted later in the day with St. Louis, 
Yhieago . and all western wires, and 
evening telegrams from chiefs

An Extraordinary Festival Cele- 
brated Yesterday by the 
Franciscans. 


The Feast of the Dedication of a Small Chape 
at Assisi, Italy—St. Francis’ Wonderful 
Vision—The Indulgence that Attaches to 
the Day—Scenes at St. Anthony’s Church. 


Yesterday the Franciscan monks at the Church 
of St. Anthony on the Stringtown roaa celebrated 
one of the mést curious and extraordinary fes- 
tivals known to the Catholic Church. It was the 
feast of the Dedivation of Porti , which 
occurs on the 2d of August, also the t day of 
Holy Mary of the Angels: The Fran- 
ciscans’ church was. the- only one in 
which the festival was celebrated, and 


is the only one in which it could have heen held, 
owing to the very peculiar character of the ob- 
servance and the circumstances in which it origin- 
ated, which will be explained hereafter. 

On other occasions of this sort the Church cele- 
brates some mystery of the life of the Saviour, or 
of His Blessed Mother, or the remembrance of 
some sAint, and although an indulgence (which in 
the Church means a remission of the temporal 
punishment due to sin) may be gained, the festi- 
val constitutes the chief, part, and the indulgence 
is only meant to dignify the celebration. With 
Portiuncula it is exactly the reverse. 

THE FEAST 

is celebrated solely on accouut of the indulgence 
and is secondary to it. To understand 
the full meaning this the reader 
must know that a_i plenary indulgence, 
as itis calledin the language of the church, re- 
leases the soul for which it is gained at once from 
purgatory—if the soul _— to be there. The 
indulgence of Portiuncula is of a plenary charac- 
ter, and is gained, first, by making a contrite con- 
fession ; second, by ge areee holy eommunpion 
on either the ist or 2d of August; third, by visit- 
ing a privileged church, such as St. Anthony's, 
and saying a short prayer, usually five paters and 
aves. The belief held by Catholics and taught by 
the church is that, all the conditions being com- 
es with, every time one of the faithtul. visits 
he church during the prescribed time, between 
sunset August 1 and sunset August 2,and says a 
short prayer, a soulis liberated from purgatory. 
There were crowds at St. Anthony’s ail day 
yesterday. and, judging by the number of times 
the majonty of them went In, came out anc went 
in in, Purgatory must have been pretty nearly 
empty by dusk. 

Now it is in order to explain this extraordinary 
festival and its miraculous origina. Portiuncula is 
neither a saint nor a mystery, but the name ofa 
very small church near Assisi, in Italy, which, 
although of meagre proportions, has become fa- 
mous throughout the world by means of thaygnem- 
orable and what is considered most siugular favor 
St.Francis has obtained forit. St. Bonaverture 
relates, in his life of Francis, that he 
was always inflamed with a wonderful 
love for sinners, and spent most of his 
days and nights to find grace with God, through 
the intercession of the —— for unhappy and 
blinded souls. One church in particular he loved 
to lincer and pray in, and this was the Chape] of 
Santa Maria of the Angels, commonly called 
Portiuncula, and situated on the plains of the 
beautiful valley of Spoleto, about a half-hour 
distant from Assisi. One September night, in 

ST. FRANCIS HAD A VISION 
in this holy place. Christ, accompanied by His 
Holy Mother aud a multitude of angels, appeared 
on the altar and encouraged himtoask “a favor 
for the salvation of souls,”’ and he asked “that all, 
‘who, having sincerely confessed, devoutly visit 
the chureh, may obtain a general induigence and 
fnil remission of their sins.”” The Lord hesitated 
tO grant such a_e great favor, but at 
the intercession of the Virgin vielded, and toid 
the Saint to go to Pope Honorious III. and ask 
the indulgence at his handsin the name of the 
Lord. He visited the Pope at Perugia, and after 
much petitioning and large opposition from the 
Cardinals the seal of Papal authority was given 
to the indulgence, which was, however, limited to 
one day of the year. This day was not chosen 
until 1223, when Christ again appeared to St. 
Francis and declared it to be his divine will that 
the induigence last from the vespers of the first 
day of August until sunset of the day following, 
and as an external ratification of the vision—it 
being the midst of winter—the Lord 
gave St. Francis three white and 
three red roses, “when a rose was 
nowhere to be found.” Aguain the saint, accom- 
panied by three brothers in religion, repaired to 
the Pope, presented the miraculous roses, told his 
Vision and the indulgence was confirmea next day 
in a )consistory of the Cardinals, when seven 
. bisbeps ye cummissioned to go to the Nttle 
chirch of Santa Maria of the Angels and there 
proclaim the indulgence on Aucust 1, 1223. This 
they did, the dedication ot Portiuneula taking 
place in the presence of an immense multitude. 
Ihe chapel could hoid no more than 100 persons, 
but thousands came every year on the Ist and 2d of 
August, and from sunset to sunset an endless 
procession of pilgrims passed in, said the neces- 
sary prayers and passed out avain at a side door. 
FOR MORE THAN 200 YEARS 

the indulgence’could be gained only in the chapel 
of Portiuncula, even by the disciples of St. Kran- 
cis. Pope Sixtus IV. in 1580 extended the privi- 
loges somewhat. and finaily in 1626 Pope Gregor 
XV., by abuilof splendor, extended the indul- 

ence to all the churches of the orders of St. 

rancis. Subsequent pontiffs conferred the indul- 
gence to churches of the Capucnins, Conventuals 
(Minorites or Black Franciscans), Clares and the. 
Religious Women of the Third Order of 8t. Fran 
cis; and in some countries, as in Bavaria, t 
pee churches in places where there is n 

‘ranciscan order. ,

Three Passenger Rate Wars in 
Progress.

The Texas and St. Louis Bridges—The Open- 
ing To-Morrow—Crops on the Wabash and 
Missouri Pacific—Notes and Personals. 


It is a settled fact that about so often the rail- 
roads must have a flare-up at each other; they 
couldn’t rest content to live up to agreements if 
they tried. There is not an exception to the rule 
of finding fault with a competitor, and taken alto- 
gether the average railroad has a large bump of 
combativeness. The Keokuk and Northwestern 
has the northern roads broke up, because it in- 
sists on charging but $20 for the round trip on St. 
Paul and Minneapolis passengers. The cause 
therefor is laid at the door of the Chicagd ana 
Northwestern, and the charge of paying commis 
sion to scalpers who in turn cut the rate. Next-

‘Make t rate $6 50,’ is the 
mandate issued by H.C. Townsend, G. P, A,, 
of the Wabash, ana the rate is made, _ This morn- 
ing the other roads met the cut and the chances 
are thatthe trouble will extend to Kansas Cit 
for the reason that the Chicago and Alton, which 
bas not paid “ae commissions, suffers as much by 
the cut asthe [Illinois Central. It will probably 
use its Kansas City line to bring the 
Wabash and Central to their _ larness. 
This morning at the Wabash office 
things and sayings looked and sounded 
as though the fight would be pretty bard fought 
unless the paying of commissions is stopped. Mr. 
Sanborn of the C. B. & Q., said his line would pay 
no commissions, but would meet the cut rate. 
Sam Knight at the Alton office said the Alton had 
paid po commissiou® and would not, but the 
Alton would carry its patrons as cheap as any 
other line. J. M. Chesbrough, assistant general 
passouaes agent of the Vandalia, which line the 
llinois Central uses from EMnghain to East St. 
Louis, said he had no idea that the L!linois Central 
would deny the paying of commissions. A 
further reduction is liable to be made before the 
day is over uniess Chicago is heard from. This 
time the tickets are all limited and the scalpers ‘ 
will have no show to work them. 


Col. Talmage’s Trip. 

Col. A. A. Talmage, general transportation 
manager of the Gould lines, returned from a trip 
this morning. He left St. Louis Friday night, 
July 27, stopping over at Sedalia part of Saturday, 
when the extensive yards and shops of the Com- 
pany were looked over and directions given re- 
garding the improvements’ being made 
there. He . went from Sedalia to 
Brownsville on the Lexington branch, 
where are located the Sweet Springs, which place 
is coming into great favor with the people between 
St. Louls and Kansas Cityasa resort. The fol- 
lowing day (Sunday) was spent at the Springs. He 
says the hotel was taxed to its utmost to accom- 
modate the large number of guests, but the pro 
prietors were fully equal tothe emergency, and 
provided well for the 500 people there that day. 
Monday, Tuesday, Wednesdayand Thursday were 
spent inspecting the property of the company in 
Kansas, Nebraska and Southwest Missouri.

THE ARKANSAS RIVER BRIDGE 
in particular is a very massive structure, and 
crosses the Arkansas River about seven miles in 
a northeastwardly direction from Pine Bluff. The 
river at this point is 1,542 feet wide and ithe cuwr- 
rent in high water is nearly five miles per hour. 
The bottom is very treacherous, consisting main- 
ly of running sand, necessitating great depth of 
foundation, from 60 to 70 feet below low water | 
mark, and the difference between high and low { 
water mark another 32 feet. The bridge being coun- 
structed 10 feet above high water, has necessi- 
tated cylinders of the piers, ranging from 102 to 
112 feet. The total length of the truss bridge is{1,577 
feet in the superstructure. 
RED RIVER BRIDGE. 

Red River has been a terror to bridge contract- 
ors since it was bridged the first time by the M., 
K Railway, near Denison. The bridge for 
the Texas and St. Louis Railway was constructed 
by H. 8. ee gy & Co, of St. Louis, and consists 
of pile trestle 214 miles long, the main bridge con- 
sisting of 60 feet, one of 250 feet and a draw span 
of 300 feet resting upon iron cylinders, sunk 70 
feet and filling with concret>. he contractors 
+ Pa professional divers to excayate founda- 

ons. 

WHITE RIVER BRIDGE. 

White River is known to steamboatmen as the 
best stream for navigation in the South, on ac- 
count of its great depth of water. The Texas and 
St. Louis Railway crosses this river at Clarendon, 
opened long trestle from 16 to 30 feet high and 
four miles long, and the main bridge as follows: 
Superstructure consists of two fixed spans of 150 
feet each, and one iron draw span of 35s feet, 
resting upon iron cylinders filled with concrete, 
sunk to a depth of 75 feet. 

OUACHITA, 

The Ouachita River is subject to great and sud- 
den floods, the difference between high and low 
water being about forty feet. The bridge consists 
of a draw span of 255 ieet, resting upon a cluster 
of iron cylinders, and one and one-fourth miies of 4 
pile trestle from sixtecn to thirty-five feet high. 
A pivot pier is sunk to a depth of eight feet, and 
the bridge is located one mile from Camden. 

SALINE BRIDGE. 

This river is navigable to wituin five miles of 
where the bridge crosses it. The bridge consists 
of a 150-foot span and three-quarters of a mile of 
pile trestle from twelve to twenty feet high.

The Cholera. 

Lonpon, August 3.—Sir Charles Dilke, presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board, presented 
in the House of Commons, yesterday, a Govern- 
ment bill providing for the centralization of hos- 


pital management in the event of an outbreak of 
cholerain Loudon. He said that the general 
healih of the country was very satisfactory, al- 
though there was a large mortality_among chil- 
dren in Londea from diarrhea. Unusual pre- 
caution, he said, would be necessary to guard 
against the cholera until the expiration of six 
weeks, when it is believed the danger will be 
passed. % 
THREE DEATHS. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 3.—Three deaths from 
cholera o¢curred on yesterday, although the chol- 
era epidemic continues here as at Ismailia. There 
were no deaths there from it yesterday. 

16,000 DEATHS. 

LONDON, August 3.—The Daily News asserts 
that the total number of deaths from cholera in 
Egypt so far bas been 16,000. It says that the dis- 
ease is now less virulent. Of every ten men at- 
tacked among the British troops an average of 
six survive. 

THE BRITISH TROOPS. 

CaTRO, August 3.—The weather here is Intense- 
ly hot and the average temperature under the 
canvas is 106 degrees.

FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING.AT 1 P. M. 

No afternoon session of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change will be heid until September 10. 

Some few of the bear element on ’Change were 
clear off their head this morning at the statement 
in yesterday’s Post-DIsPATCH ofa boat having 
gone up the Illinois River for 14,000 sacks ot wheat. 
This information was obtained from a gentleman 
who is thought to be perfectly reliable, and with 
that idea the item as given was published. The 
statement wis wrong, in that no boat on the up- 
per rivers could carry that amount of wheat on 
one trip, but that does not prove but that amount 
of wheat is held at one landing. Still, a gentleman 
who has lately returned from a trip along the Illi- 
nois River says that, to his certain knowledge, 
there is not more than 14,000 saeks of wheat along 
the whole river.——R. Lindblohm of Chicago fired 


the following lurid bull dispatch into St. Louis 
this morning: “‘Another glorious crop prospect 
vanished. California has only raised 33,000,000 1n- 
stead of the promised 57,000.000 of wheat.” In re- 
eee to this Web Samuel wired back: “Have 
this morning a letter from a personal friend who 
has been traveling for a month through 
California, and has been paying spe- 
cial attention to wheat prospects at 
my request. He is a good sharp fellow and says 
the crop will surely be fifty millions.””——Rolla 
Billingsley has returned from a visit to Hannibai, 
Mo. He says the farmers are stacking their 
wheat to hold, and that the mills are readily pay- 
on be dollar a bushel.—lIt is officially stated that 
John W. Roberts has been notified totalk wheat 
up in St. Louis, while Poole, Kent & Co. are try- 
ing to buv it up in Chicago, and E. A. Kent & Co. 
in New York.——A a of Nebraska grain 
dealers was laiely held in Omaha. A discussion 
on the condition and prospects for the corn crop 
in the State resulted as foilows: P. 8. Heacock, of 
Richardson county, estimatea the total yield in the 
State at 50 per cent of an average crop, ana 
in his county about 65 per cent. J.J. Connor, of 
Cass, thought nis county and Saunders would 
turn out about 50 percent. Mason Gregg, speak- 
ing for the southern part of the state, from Red 
Cloud to Wymore, inciuding the counties of Web- 
ster, Nuckoils, Thayer, Jefferson and Gage, placed 
the yield at 65 per cent of the crop of 1882. W. A. 
Cotion thought Otoe County would not aver- 
age morethan 50 per cent of last year’s yield. 
O. A. Cooper put Richardson down at 65 per cent, 
and the State at 50 per cent of an average crop. 
J. L. Slocum’s tigures for Richardson County were 
65 per cent, and State at large 80. T. E. White, of 
Cass, wnought it safe to figure on about one-half 
ah average crop, or twenty bushels to the acre. 
D. . Draper said in his opinion Cass 
county would not give more than 35 per 
cent of last years crop. N. A. Duff, 
of Syracuse, put the vie in his 
locality at 50 per cent of that of 1882. J. N, 
mad thought that the large tract of country from 
iawathato Spriugfield, and from Hiawatha to 
Beatrice could not be relied on for more than 50 
per cent of an average yield. J. Kesterman said 
that with a favorable season from now on, Gage 
County might have 75 per cent of last year’s crop. 
E. E. Day put the vieid in Cass County, with good 
weather, at 40 percent. T. N. Lowery, of Lan- 
caster, said he had examinea carefully a great 
deal of corn in various portions of the State, and 
he didn’t want to place the yleld at oyer 50 per 
cent of last year’s crop. Wm. E. Hill, of Otoe, 
speaking for ten counties south of the Platte Riv- 
er, near the Missouri, thought 50 per cent would 
be about right. J. A. Perry’s estimate was 50 per 
cent of last year’s ield, and = even 
with the most favorable weather he 
thought 10 per cent would be soft 
corn, The amount of grain on passage on

GATTLE—The trade was again active and the 
market in a general way strong with an upward 
tendency to prices,which, although not materially 
changed, were very strong, and. in some in- 
stances salesmen were able to dictate more fa- 
vorable terms. The arrivals were again only 
moderate, but there were more natives and grass 
cattle of a quility better suited to the 
wants of Eastern buyers. Thin and common 
of all kinds exhibited a _ disposition § to 
drag, and prices ‘or these were weak and offish, 
although not quutably lower. Buyers were not 
disposed to invest in these as long as better cattle 
were offered. The most notable sale was made 
during the morning by Scaling & Famblyn, who 
of late appear to have a monopoly of good cattle; 
this was six loads of really prime native steers, 
which were remarkable for their uniformity in 
weight and size and especially so for the season. 
They were raised and shipped 4 a. FF. 
Doran of Bunston, Cooper county, Mo., and 
averaged 1,475 lbs when weiched upto Hent y Klop- 
fer, who paid $6 20 per 100 Ibs for the entire lot. 
Other transactions in native and grass Indian and 
Texas cattle were at equally as strong prices, the 
former bringing, in many instances, higher 
prices than prevailed the day before. Altogether, 
the market was in a most eneouraging condition, 
and the wish of all interested is that the boom 
may continue indefinitely.

PRESIDENTIAL DEADHEADISM. 
A telegram from Providence, R. I., informs 

us that the United States steamer ‘“‘Dis- 
patch,” with the ladies of the President’s 
family on board, has departed for Martha’s 
Vineyard, In other words, while the Presi- 
dent is off junketing with Pun SHERI- 
DAN’s “exploring party” at the expense of 
the Government, the ladies of the Presi- 
‘dent’s family are using an United States 
war vessel for a pleasure yacht. The Presi- 
dent has a daughter and two married sisters 
who are in no sense a part of his household. 
They have, no doubt, invited some friends 
to come and enjoy a coasting voyage with 
them, and this constitutes “the President’s 
family.” Admitting that Mr. ARTHUR has 
the royal prerogative to seize and use Gov- 
ernment property wherever he finds it, what 
right has he to turn over a vessel belonging 
to the navy to the pleasurable uses of his 
daughter and his sisters? Therois no great 
amount of money involved in this, but there 
certainly is some principle. 

When JAMES BUCHANAN was President, 
his Secretary of the ‘Treasury, HOWELL 
CoBB, organized a junketing expedition 
down the Potomac in a revenue cutter. 
When Mr. BUCHANAN heard of the arrange- 
ment he declined to go and he notified the 
members of the Cabinet who had been in- 
vited thatif they accompanied Mr. Coss 
they would be expected to pay their share of 
the expense to the Government. The frolic 
was postponed. 

We are probably indebted to Grantism for 
this official dead-beating. When the White 
House was converted into a barrack-room 
the military habit of taking possession of 
anything and everything belonging to the 
Government and appropriating it to personal 
use came into vogue. The cavalrymen who 
had been helping themselves to Government 
ambulances, Quartermaster’s stores, etc., 
saw no impropriety in seizing a Government 
vessel occasionally and converting it into 
& pleasure yacht. When Hayrs came in 
he continued the practice on economical 
grounds—even to making a summer board- 
ing-house out of the Soldiers’ Home. 

Mr. ARTHUR is continuing the same bad 
practice. This is a Republic, and the Presi- 
dent has no claim upon the Government 
after his salary of $50,000 a year is paid. The 
royal practice of appropriating Government 
property to private uses is, after all, only 
gentec! theft. If the President will agree to 
stop his dead-beating practices, inlerited 
from his predecessors, we, will favor a bill 
increasing his wages to $75,000 a year. 


OUR SUNDAY. 

It is certainly due to the large and re- 
spectable element of religious people in this 
community that Sunday should be observed 
in a decorous and respectable manner. But 
a Puritanical Sabbath in St. Louis is alto- 
gether out of the question. The Sunday 
brought over to this country by the enter- 
prising Mayflower tourists is not adapted to 
our present civilization. This is the era of 
railways, street cars, blast furnaces and 
newspapers. It is an open question whether 
CoTTON MATHER, with all his austerity, 
would not, if he were a citizen of St. Lovis 
‘now, admit that Sunday should be a day of rest 
and recreation instead ofa day of fasting, 
self-denial and prayer. 

We have in St. Louis at least one handred 
thousand people who toik for the bread that 
they cat and who know the bitterness of 
poverty and the unsupplied necessities which 
make life a burden. These people work ali 
week in unwholesome shops and factories. 
They go home weary at night to homes 
which are crowded—where the wash-tub sits 
in one corner, perhaps, the stove in another 
and the bed in another. Men who fight ad- 
versity all week and struggle for the food 
and medicine which keeps the life in sickly 
children are in, no mood to be placed in 
strait-jackets ant sent to jail when Sun- 
day comes, — 

In one of his rollicking. stories CHARLES 
LEVER says, speaking of the people of lre- 
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land, “the rich are as good as they care to 
be and the poor are as good as they’re able.”’ 
The rich man who lives in Lucas Place or 
Vandeventer Place can afford to be very 
good on Sunday. All daysin the week are 
holidays to him, ana when Sunday comes he 
can retire to his cool parlors and keep the 
day holy. He can invite his friends to visit 
him. He can dine sumptuously. He can 
have wine on his table. But where shall 
JEAN GROSJEAN, the man of the blouse, go on 
Sunday? The parks are inaccesstble to him 
and his little children. He cannot entertain 
his friends in his tenement quarters. He 
cannot wander up and down in the dusty 
streets. He cannot spend the entire day in 
achurch pew. If pérmitted, he might take 
his wife and bables to a beer garden. ‘There 
he might listen to good music, talk with his 
neighbors, spend a few pennies for beer and 
cheese, and breathe some fresh air. His 
children might look at well-dressed, orderly 
peopie, and catch glimpses of flowers tbat 
have kissed heaven’s breath even in a beer 
garden. Next day JEAN GROSJEAN might go 
to his work-bench. or his shop with a spirit 
more buoyant than if he had been shut up 
in a cell all the day before. 

Still the law says that the garden shall be 
closed, the band shall be hushed and the 
sound of the grinding shall be low on the 
first day of the week commonly called Sun- 
day. ‘The law says also that the cook shall 
not cook, the barber shall not shave, the 
street-car shall not run, the newspaper 
press shall not print, etc., on the first day of 
the week, commonly called Sunday. And if 
public sentiment so wills one lawis as good 
as anothet. 

As a matter of fact, the public sentiment 
of St. Louis has never sustained a Puritani- 
cal Sabbath, and it never will. It may close 
the dramshops and the low tippling dens 
where vice hides from official eyes, but it 
will not close the places of public resort. 
There is no defiance of the Downing Law in 
this. There are twd hundred and fifty 
thousand people in St. Louis who will not 
consent to be placed in jail on Sunday be- 
cause somebody up in Clay county is afraid 
that somebody ir St. Louis will commit some 
offense if permitted to enjoy the blessings of 
personal liberty on that day. 

WuEN the work of investigating the short 
water supply is commenced care should be 
taken not to call too many scientific wit- 
nesses. It has been reported for a year or 
two that the machinery in the pumping works 
has not been kept in good order. Mechan- 
ics who have been about the works have al- 
leged that the valves of the big pumps were 
so located that they could not be reached for 
repairs. Occasionally a stick of cord-wood 
has been foundin the pipes. The engines 
are supposed toraise a certain number of 
gallons of water inso many revolutions. 
The revolutions have always been carefully 
recorded and forwarded to the Water-works 
office. Givan the number of revolutions the 
scientist could always tell how much water 
was being supplied the city. But with 
leaky valves some of the water. slipped back 
into the river. The city has probably not 
had the use of the water that it has been 
credited with vy the scientific engineers. 
Call some of the mechanics who have been 
about the Water-works for the past three 
years’ sustaining intimate relations with the 


big pumps. 


ACCORDING to the virtuous and veracious 
V ASTINE the seven members of Council who 
undertook to bulldoze the Mayor into divid. 
ing his official patronage with them, and 
who have blocked the wheels of the Munici- 
pal Government for four months, have col- 
lapsed.

THE platform of the Pennsylvania Demo- 
crats is very long and it covers a good deal of 
ground. We observe, however, that it not 
only declares the Democratic party ‘‘the nat- 
ural foe of monopoly and the natural friend 
of the workingman,” but also insists on the 
enforcement of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth articles of the State Constitution regu- 
lating corporations, railroads and canals.

Learning wisdom from the disastrous 
panic of 1873, a few of them chartered the “Loan 
Association,” and every man, woman, boy or girl 
in Chicago, if they desire to, can become a mein- 
ber by making a weekly deposit from twenty-five 
cents up. 

The association is constitutionally organized, 
and every officer gives ample security before he 
enters into service. [he money then gathered 
was loaned on a deed of trust to the members, and 
by this means many of them. built houses, and 
secured the other comforts of an economical c tvil- 
ization. Being. a matey yy agent personally, of 
course I know human life and people somewhat 
thorougbly, and mv observation has taught me 
that no matter how large a man’s personal in- 
come may be, unless he has some definite econom- 
ical way of saving his earnings he will be entirely 
broke atthe end of the year. And in order that 
the young laboring peopie of: St. Louis may have 
a place where they can safely put the few dollars 
that are burning their pockets, the Bohemians of 
this city have determined to organize a savings 
and loan association, and in order to give the 
matter definite form and Consisiency they will 
meet on next Saturday, August 4, 8 p. m. sharp, 
on Buel and Marion streets,

The Experience of a Party of St. Louis Fish- 
ermen on Black River. 


Ot Saturday last a party of Second street mer- 
chants, viz: Messrs. Al H. Smith, Chas. Hoffman 
and Gus Biston, left the city for a two wecks’ 
camp and fish on Black River. Tieir commissary 
department, consisting in part of twenty cases of 
beer, 500 cigars, several boxes and barrels con- 
taing hard-tack, hams, bolognas, cheese, canned 
goods, coffee, sugar, etc., and a cooking stove, 
was sent down to Corning, Ark.,in charge of an 
experienced camp-cook provided for the occasion 
by Nienstedt, the Falstaffilan caterer of Vine 
street. Two teams had been engaged to trans- 
port the ouifit from Corning to the camp on the 
river. On the arrival of the party no teains were 


on hand, and, thinking the delay would be a 
trifling one, the hunting fishermen stucked tiem- 
selves liberally from the supply department and 
set out for the river on toot, which they reached 
after a seven-mile tramp through the woods and 
swamps. 

As soon asthey reachedthe river they went 
to work in earnest, and by sundown tbe 
party were out of bait, and had more 
fish than they could conveniently carry, 
the take amounting by actual weightto116 pounds 
of bass, jack salmon, ete.. Tirea out and bungry 
they started to meet their supply train. For five 
hours they tramped and stumbled along the river 
bank, and at last from sheer exbaustion they gave 
up and camped for the night. The next morning 
bright and early they were under way again, this 
time on a buntfor their supply train. Suddenly 
they were brought to a stand by the command 
“halt!” followed by the barking of a = of 
dogs. Nextcame the startling order. ‘“‘Throw 
down them guns!” “Hold up your hands!” The 
men tremblingly obeved. ; 

FOUR MEN, ALL ARMED, 

emerged from the bushes and proceeded to search 
their captives. After satisfving themselves that 
their prisoners had no other arms concealed about 
their persons, they ordered thei to “follow your 
leader without a murmur,” and wondering what 
was to be their ultimate fate they followed the 
leader of the gang a distance of about three 
miles into the densest part of the forest, 
wheré, on arriving at a log cabin, a halt 
was made. The prisoners wefe thorough- 
ly examined, as to who they were, when 
they haa arrived, and what their object in hang- 
ing around there was? Being apparently satisfied 
with the answers they receivea, hay were told 
that they might gointo the cabin and have some- 
thing toeat. Imagine their astonishment on eu- 
tering the cabin and seeing their entire stock of 
supplies piled up in one end of the building.

Country Delights Cultivated in 
City Homes. 


Lawns, Trees and Flowers an Essential Feature 
of St. Louis Domestic Life—How Grounds 
are Beautified—The Most Popular Trees 
and Flowers—What it Costs. 


Those who walk along the western outskirts of 
the city and note tow all the residences there 
have their pieasant enciosure or frontage of ver- 
dure, would hardly believe, so general is the pres- 
ence now Of this agreeable appendage toa town- 
house, that it is only within a few years, compara- 
tively. that these charms of country life have 
been introduced Into the city. 

“Fifteen years ago,” said a well-known land- 
scape-gardener yesterday to a PostT-DISPATCH 
reporter, ‘there was very little business done in 
my line. With the exception of Lucas place and 
Chouteau avenue, which then ranked as the most 
fashionable residence quarters, there were very 
few parts of the city where patches of green were 
visible. Flowers were to be seen here and there 
lu Vases, but they were of rare occurrence. In 
1866 there were just two places here in my line of 
business—one on the corner of Park avenue and 
St. Ange and the other on Geyer avenue. They 
were small establishments, and the proprietors 
charged what they liked for their plants. Now 
there area number of large concerns, and the 
trade in lawn and garden establishments is regu- 
lated the same as all other lines of business, the 

rices being fixed, and the landscape gardener 
laving as much business individuality as the 
architect Who plans or the puilder who buiids a 
house.”’ 

‘Yes, sir,” the artist-gardener went on to say, 
“to-day a handsome private yard is as essential a 
feuture of a cily residence as a handsome building 
ora richly furnished and ornamented exterior, 
and the beauty of the last two is greatly enhanced 
by the first; and yet there are many who takea 
long time to find this out. I was talking the 
Other day to a gentleman who has just finished 
a $100,000 house, and I utterly failed to make him 
understand that a few hundred dollars was not 
too muvh for him to spend on the grading, sod- 
ding and ornamentation of the handsome grouuds 
which surround his beautiful residence. He 
finally came to the conclusion that grass-seed 
scattered about the solid clay of his yard could 
su} py all the garden he required.”’ 

“What is done to supply a residence with a neat 
lawn anda beds of plants and flowers?” 

“The ground must be ‘handsomely graded so as 
to set off the building to the best advantage. 
Then it is sodded with Kentucky biue grass takeu 
from fields which we rent tor the purpose, and 
then comes the embellishment with shade and or- 
namental trees.”’ 

“What kind of trees are most in vogue?”’ 

‘lo form the background, the tavorites are the 
maple, the Carolina poplar, and the American and 
English linden. Among the more ornamental 
treés are the English horse-chestnut, Kilmanrock 
weeping-wiliow, Camperdum weeping-elm, the 
Jingo tree, which, botanically is a link between 
the evergreen und decidous trees, the cut-leafed 
birch, and the Lombardy poplar. For the rich- 
ness and beauty of their foliage are employed the 
=e, tree, the mo Orange and the silver 

ome.’ 

“With specimens of these planted, I suppose 
your work is complete?” 

“Notatall. Then comes the shrubbery, and 
there is no department of the work in which there 
is more variety of opinons than this. People from 
the North are very fond of using evergreens, while 
those from the South don’t like them aj]. I have 
always noticed that Virginians are ep oaimegen 5 oOp- 
— to their use. Evergreens grow very plenti- 

ully in their State, and 1 suppose for this reason 

Lliey think they are too common to be used as or- 
naments. This 1s amistake, iowever, as, beyond 
the tact that they Supply a deep, strong coluring 
to the landscape in the summer; ln the winter, 
when snuw ison the ground, they are the only 
plants which relieve the barren aspect.”

have aclear fogi ol Diack loam, otherwise they 
could never flourish. In.grading it generaily hap- 
ens that the top erust of loam Las been removed, 
euving the suiface of cCliy iu which these trees 
and shrubs wouid never thrive, aud in coming to 
terms with the gentieman who is having his 
grounds ornamented, the charge for this neces- 
sary stratum of loam is very often a question of 
dispute. But, though a tovt deep of loam is 
enough for the trees, it needs not less than four 
feet of it for the flower beds, which uext claim at- 
tention. The shape of the flower bedsis another 
question over which ihe landscape gardener and 
his customer viten disagree. We have our ideas, 
which are based upon education, and he has 
his,which spring from his own originality. Where 
there is nothing specially outrageous itn the 

ustomer’s idea we generally let him have his way 
Without question, but where, as is often the case 
it runs counter to all good taste in gardening, we 
hold out to the last against it. Generaily, how- 
ever, we huve to give in, fay there are few things 
in which a man is so tenacious of his originality 
as in the laying out of flower beds. The size and 
shape of the bed being agreed upon, the ground is 
excavated accordingly to tiie depth of three feet, 
and the hole filledin with the richest loam that 
can be obtained. More loamis then added until 
the bed is raised a fuot above the general surface 
ofthe yard. In new buildings the planting can 
be done, of course, at any time, but the general 
rule, and itis one which is by no méans as care- 
fully followed in St. Louis as it should be,is to 
piaut the beds twice ayear—in the spring and 
fall. it is the fall pianting which does not 
receive the attention here which i should, 
and its neglect deprives our town gardens of 
much beauty in the early days of spring, when 
the ligntness of foliage and beauty of flowers are 
so especially pleasing tothe eye. In October or 
November, as soon as the sutnmer flowers have 
faded, the ground shouid be prepared and planted 
with the Holland bulbs, such as the hyacinths, 
tulips, crocus and snow-drops. These wiil remain 
dormant through the winter, but early in the 
spring they will come up and remain in flower 
until the tine arrives to piant lor the regular sum- 
mer season.” 

“What are the favorite plants for summer?” 

‘They are of two kinds, the flowering plants 
andthe foliage plants. Of flowering plants, the 
favorites here are the geraniums, especially the 
scarlet, heliotrope, monthly ruses, ip different 
varieties, such as the tea, Bourvon, Noissette, 
Chinese, Bengals and hyoria perpetnals. Then 
come the monthly carnations, tube-roses, cutanas 
lopelia, nierembergia and others. Inthe way of 
foliage plants the low-growing ones are used for 
carpet-bedding, such as the different kinds of 
alltternauteras and echeverias. Among the taller 
ones,which are better adapted for the larger beds, 
are the different varieties of coleus, Camas, cala- 
dium, centaurea and others. Ali these toliage- 
plants, especially the low-lying ones, can be laid 
out in any design destred. Among tile most pop- 
ular are butterflies, auchors, stars aud crowns. A 
bed planted early in the spring will last the en- 
tire season through, only needing clipping three 
orfour times during the season Ww retain its 
shape. Flower beds are often made very beauti- 
ful by planting in ribbon style. In this way or tua 
sections of different colors a ver fine 
effect is produced, which is enhanced. by a 
border of suitable low-growing foliage plants, one 
of alternate yellow and scariet bdelng especiaily 
striking. One of the handsomest borders is made 
of vierernberger or lobelia, intersected with the 
different variegated-leaied geranuiims,” 

“Creepers are being greatly used now, which of 
these are best liked?” 

“There are two kinds of creepers—tne kina 
which flowers and that which does pot. Of the 
former the favorite are the different kinds of 
honeysuckles, ne roses, the Queen of the 
Prairie and Baltimore Belle being very much ad- 
mired; the Chinese westerla, tue bditler-sweet, 
which is very popular on account of -the 
scarlet berry it produces. Among the creep- 
ers admired for their foliage aione are the 
Virginia creeper, which has ve been known,and 
a new one which is fast coming into fayor. This 
is the ampelopsis veitchii, which is remarkable as 
being the only creeper that will go up a Wall with- 
out beiug fastened. No matter how smooth the 
perpendicular surface offered it, its delicate but 
powerful tendrils nud holding places and the vine 
clings as tightly and is as immovable as those 
which are trained along supports.” 

On the subject of the cost of these domestic em- 
bellishments there is not much that can safely ve 
said, as the investment can only be regulated by 
the depth of pocket of the varty indulging his 
taste in the beautiful. To take the ordinary 
front-of-the-house patch as a basis, this can be 
neatly sodded with Diue-grass and supplied with 
a handsome circular flower-bed for about $5. With 
this kaowledge it wid not be very difficult to gauge 
the vaiue of some of the broad lawns and beéauti- 
ful floral devices which meet the eye at every step 
along Grand, Lindell, Vandeventer, and many 
other-of the fashionable avenues.

THE SALOON-KEEPERS’ ADDRESS. . 


Official Document from the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Association. 


The Saloon-Keepers’ Executive Committee at a 
meeting held yesterday, drew up the following 


aocument. It issigned by Chas. Bremer, Presi- 
dent of the Baloon-Keepers’ Protective Assovia- 
tion, A. Thoman, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee and Charles Schwecikarat, Secretary: 
To the Citizer@#Ot the Oity of St. Louis: 

The Executive Committee of the Saloon-Kee 
er’s Protective Association deem itto be their 
duty on the part of the Association to state to the 

ublic the position they occupy with relation 

o what may be termed ‘their violation of the 
Sabbath law.” The people comprising the 
association ‘are universally recognized as 
industrious, energetic, frugal and law-abidin 
citizens, .and have added to the materia 
weaith and prosperity of this country by their 
industry and frugality as much in proportion 
to their ability as auy other class of citizens in 
our midst. Much could be said upon 
the liquor question pro and con. The 
use of viuous and malt liquors bas been the sub- 
ors of legislation for many years, and its manu- 
acture, suleand regulation bas engrossed and 
occup:ed the attention of the ablest, most asiute 
and compre! ensive iniellects and legisiators on 
both sides of the question since the beginning of 
the Christian era, without arriving ut a satistac- 
tory solution to all parties interested. Itis not 
our province to discusstthe merits or demerits of 
this question. Our arguments, whatever they 
may be, would not satisfy the anti-liquor element, 
and weare consistent enough to believe that 
lhose citizens who disagree with us do so from 
the purest of motives, and are imbued with the 
idea that the suppression of the liquor 
traffic would 8 a panacea for 
all the ills tha the human 
race are heir to. We submit to thinking men 
how unreasonable and absurd this assertion is, 
and nevertheless we firmly believe that many of 
our fellow-citizens are imbued with that idea, and 
we honor them for their opinions, because we be- 
lieve they are conscientious and honest in them, 
and are magnanimous and cosmopolitan enough 
to believe that they themselves are not the salt of 
the earth, or the sumnum bonum of all conscien- 
tious honesty. That they believe that persuns 
who differ in opinion with them may nevertheless 
be as honest in their convictions as they are , and 
thus believing are tenac ous of such opinions and 
their rights as according to such convictions they 
believe to exist. 

And for these reasons we appeal to thatclass of 
our fellow-citizens to take into consideration that 
there are 

TWO SIDES TO THIS QUESTION, 
and we ask them not to condemn us unheard. or 
in other words give us the benefit of any doubt In 
he minds until the rights we deem to be ours 
1as been passed upon by the people’s tripunal, 
the resort of all law-abiding citizens, the courts 
of justice of our State. We hear it frequently as- 
serted upon our streets that the saloon-kKeepers 
have lost many friends by their open deciaration 
Ww violate the law by keeplug open on Sunday. It 
is not by keeping open on Sunday that it is as- 
serted we have inst friends, but by publicly as- 
serting or declaring by the unanimous voice of our 
association that we will keep open. It is asserted 
that if our association had declared that we would 
not Keep open, and nevertheless by a tacit under- 
standing among ourselves determine’ to, and do 
Keep open on Sunday, we would not thereby have 
aroused the moral public sentiment against us, 
but that our infraction of the law would be 
winked at and our offense, if any, would be con- 
hived at and public sentiment would not be out- 
raged by seeing the law publicly violated. Now 
we ask our ieilow-citizens, as honest, conscien- 
tious men, which position is the most honorable 
and must m9 conformity with the conduct of law- 
abiding citizens? We determinedto keep open 
by the voice of the association—why? Because 
we believed then and now that we hada 
RIGHT TO DO 80, 
and we announced,we would do so because be- 
lieving the law justifNed us in so doing. We dou't 
inteud to do aught that can be construed as an in- 
tentional violtion of the law, and on principle 
and of right we determined in a public manner to 
apprise our fellow-citizens in an open, honest and 
straightforward way of what our intentions were, 
We believe now we are proceeding according to 
law, and we have in support of that opinion and 
beliefa decision of the Supreme Court of the State 
of Missouri, and the individual opinion of emi- 
nent jurists and legal practitioners, mndepeadent 
and aside from the opinions givea to us by the 
attorueys Whom we have seen fit to employ to rep- 
resent usin court. It may not occur to the aver- 
age oitlizen that the position of the 5a- 
loon-kéeper 1s not a sinecure. We 
have our all at stake in our business. 
We know we conduct it in an honest and legiti- 
mate manner, and in conformity with the require- 
ments of the law. And we velleve we can say, 
without successful contradiction, that, as individ- 
uals, we are as honest and upright in all our rela- 
tions in life as any of our fellow-citizens, what- 
ever his elevation, position vr social standing may 
be. Itis not the business that makes the man, 
Itis the man that makes the business. And we 
contend you will find dishonorable and dishonest 
men engaged in every vocation and business of 
life; ana we won't for a moment contend that the 
saloon business is an exception, but we contend 
thatin our business we have as many honest, up- 
right, conscientious, 
HONORABLE, PUBLIC-SPIRITED CITIZENS 

as are to be found, in preportion to the number 
engaged in it, outside of it. By the laws of the 
State we are compelled in the conduct of our busi- 
ness to assume a heavy burden for the purpose of 
providing the revenue [for the State and city, and 
alter providing and paying that revenue we proe- 
ose the State and city shall, in accordance with 
ts laws and our mghts thereunder, permit us to 
carry,on our business without interruption. We 
don’t believe it to be the intention of the citizens 
of this city or State to put such barriers in our 
way as to destroy our business. Nor do we be- 
lieve it is the intention of the a 6g of the city 
or State to prevent any of its citizens 
in enjoying themselves upon any day of the week 
in the manner most congenial and satisfactory to 
themselves as long as they don’t interfere with 
the vested ments of others; and we furtifer be- 


| lieve that the great majority of the people of this 


city, while they may not openly approve our act 
because it may not be fashionable, do not con- 
demu our act in determining again by a judicial 
tribunal what our rights and privileges are under 
the laws of our Siate, and are secretly hoping 
that Wwe’ may win, because they feel that what 
may be termed our persecution to-day, if it should 
be quictiy submitted to, may be turned upon 
themselves to-morrow. Ali we ask is that our fel- 
low-citizens canvass in their minds the position 
that we oecupy, and determine for themselves 
whatthey woula do were they circumstanced 
as we are, and we Know they will agree with us 
that we are justified in demonstrating our rights, 
believing, as we implicitly do, that they do exist, 
and that we are taking the proper, open and man- 
ly courseto ascertain those rights by causing the 
question to be taken into court upon an open and 
acknowledged declaration rather than surrepti- 
tiously to defy or avoid the law in any questiona- 
ble manner, We submit our case to our fellow- 
citizens and ask them to withhold adverse criti- 
cisM On Our action uilil the courts pass upon the 
question whether we are right or wrong.’’

The County and City Bearing This 
Distinguished Name. 


Greenleaf Included in the Visit, and Their 
Resources Discussed for Special Manu- 


facturing. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, KAN., July 25.—This is our first 
visit out on the Central Branch of the Missouri 
Pacific system of railways—a line running from 
Atchison to Lenora, a distance of 293 miles, with 
its steel fingers pointing westward to Denver: 
and our route thus far, where we have called our 
temporary ha't, has been one of mueh interest to 
us. Even by those gifted with descriptive abili- 
ties, Northern Kansas has been pen-pictured as a 
vast prairie, with only the works of man to re- 
lieve atiresome monotony, but the impressions 
received by your pilgrims, as we viewed the 
grouping of nature and growth, were both pleas- 
ing and instructive. 

Here and there we dash across a small stream 
with its wooded shores reaching back to the gen- 
tle swells of the rolling surface beyond, we cufve 
through shaded valleys and emerge upon large 


undulating plateaux, while upon the right and 
left wesee broad fields of the golden grain iu 
snocks or stacks, the spikelets and heads heavily 
laden with wheat, oats, rye or were and next, 
broad areas of corn waving thelr millions of leafy 
banners with nodding tassels like a plumed army 
in grateful heraldry of the coming crop. Near 
and far on the rich carpet of native grasses are 
thousands of sleek animals; cattle, horses, sheep, 
and hogs divided into berds, droves and flocks 
indicative of separate ownership, while [frequent 
groves stand sentinel and afford shelter for the 
comfortable farm-houses, barns, granaries, cribs, 
orchards, gardens and yards. To this picture 
add the glimpses of home and field Jabor progress- 
ing’ in their numerous forms and the occasional 
shout, whistle or song of the contented 
yceoinen which floats in upon our ears, the balm 
air, free fro ail maliarial taint but laden with 
the perfumé of flowers, shrubs and grasses—halt- 
Ing by the way at nearly a score of villages and 
towus—and you see with us a vast, rapidly pass- 
ing and changing panorama from our comfortabie 
car to the horizon in either direction, until, as the 
setiing sun began to unfold its robes of golden 
grandeur in the Western sky, we steamed into 
WASHINGTON. 

This littie city, the county seat, with a pone 
tion of 1,300, an increase of 363 since the patioual 
nose-counting in June 18380, is 120 miles from 
Atchison, 167 from Kansas City, 450 from St. Louis 
and 657 miles from Chicago. pieasant site, well 
developed agricultural surroundings, a liberal 
percentage of its buildings brick and. stone, in- 
cluding a large aud attractive overa-house of five 
hundred capacily, equipped with modern stage 
and sce.ic appliances, and a school property 
Worth $12,000, accommodating a graded school of 

e departments. Four church edifices, three 
newspapers—tiie Republican, Register and 
Post—a hali-dozen  civie societies, three 
hotels, two banks, a post office business 
of over $3,300 exclusive of money orders, which 
foot up nearly $47,000; permanent improvements 
for the preseut year estimated at $60,000; an or- 
ganized board of trade by the business men; ex- 

Orts the past year, $425,000; a local commercial 
raffic during the same period of $750,000, and no 
municipal debt. 

Kastern and Western people (principaily the 
latter) have settied in and about Washington, 
and, as may be judged from the showing abvuve, 
are making for their chosen city a pume among 
the towus of Northern Kansas; and we would 
suggest for their consideration, not as absolnte 
Criticism, bUL aS Luoughts occurring to strangers, 
that their existing attractions as a town would be 
augmented by a public library and reading room, 
a voiuuteer fire department and some adequate 
provisiou for water in case of a conflagration, iu 
both respects being totally neglected ; a telephone 
exchange, which ought to incluae Greenleaf; ib 
better hotel building; a more active interes in 
their board of trade; a building association 
tor the concentration of savings and limited cap- 
ital to aid in building aud beautifying homes; and 
a Court House commensurate with the !mportance 
of the county and its capital. Ot the latter, how- 
ever, we learned that the prelimipary steps had 
already been taken for its accomplishment. 

This is the termijuus of a short line enyer ens at 
Greenieaf irom the Central Branch of the Mis- 
souri Pacific system, affording extensive market 
facilities over its own lines; aad, in addition, the 
effurt is bDeimmg made to secure this as a point of 
anotber road to run norti and south, and there 
seems to be no doubt of its early completion. We 
iearned that their principal markets were Kansas 
City, Cheago and St. Louis. We have enumerated 
thus caretully these features in detail, to enable 
us the more clearly to present to capital and 
skiiled labor the inducements and advantages for 
meeting their greatest and most prominent neces- 
sity, that of 

HOME MANUFACTURING. - 

The extent of those now here are two flouring- 
mills.doing a mixed mereantile and custom trade, 
a marbieworKks and a brickyard; while,with a large 
wheat product, copsuming and shipping demand 
beyond the present possible capuciiy to meet, 
there is no reason why a large merchant flouring 
mill would not be a profitable iuvestment. The 
large number ot cows tributary to this place and 
the rich grazing for their snppers. invites a cream- 
ery, and its projector would find thisa paying 
business. The immense quantity of surplus corn 
after providing for the beef and pork raised for 
market, suggest the manufacture of hominy and 
stareh for the Western market—an Interest well 
worthy of investigation—and we were told by a 
gentieman of this city that he would give person- 
ally $100 bonus to any reliable party who would 
undertake the manufacture of starch,and believed 
there were many others who wouid do likewise. 

The canning of vegetables, of which large quan- 
tities of superior quality are annually going to 
waste, is a plain necessity. A small packing- 
house to cut and cure the meats requived for home 
consumption would require but a small tuvest- 
ment and pay handsomely, aud a foundry and 
machine-shop equal in capacity only to the local 
demand invites considerate attention. The 
tributory elements for ali these are apparent, 
and this littie city has a future of great promise, 

GREENLEAF, 

on the Central Branch of the Missouri Pacific 
System,is a younger town, but having the ad- 
vantage of being a division point for terminal 
train service, official headquarters, with round 
house, repair shops, etc., through whose ere 
about twenty-five hundred dollars is distributed 
mouthly. It shows — linprovement, the build- 
ings generally ge ol the eheaper class, whic 
must nn give way to more substantia 
architecture. he Kansas extension of the 
Diagonal Railway is an object of wistful longing 
with them, and we dare not say they will fail to 
|ovtain it, aud know of .no reason why the 
shouldn’t. People from thé Western’ Middle an 
Eastern States, pumbering about seven hundrrd, 
comprise the population, having doubled the 525 
shown in June, 1880. Here, too, the place 
and opportunity § is presentéd for gsub- 
limating home products and supplying a 
local and surrounding consumptive demand, 
They peed a flouring mill, need it badly, a brick 
ard, an abundance of good inaterial anu a stead- 
hy increasing demand trom the rapid growth of 
the tuwn, a creamery—cows plenty and no compe- 
tion—a canning estublishu.ent, and the manufact- 
ure of hominy and starch, here, if the prefer- 
ence should given to other ijocalities in the 
county,and a packing house, our redsons for 
wiich have been given above and apply wiih 
equal furce should this place receive the prefer- 
ence for investment.

LEPROSY. 


Its Ravages Among the Norwegians, 
the Chinese and Indians. 
Milwaukee special to the N. Y. Evening Telegram. 


lt has just been made @ubiic through the 
coluinns of the Sentinel that leprosy prevails 
to an alarming extent among the Norwegians 
in the northwestern portions of Wisconsin. 
As far as has been ascertained the loathsome 
disease has confined its ravages to the Nor- 
wegian inhabitants, but its rapid spread has 
been viewed with much alarm. Crossing the 
Mississippi River it has fastened its fangs on 
the population in Eastern Minnesota, until 
now Wisconsin and Minnesota in the dis- 
tricts indicated constitute one of the four 
great head centers in the United States from 
which the contagion is radiating in tie 
Western Hemisphere. Wisconsin, Louisiana, 
South Carolina, Mexico,jBermuda, Carolina 
and the Sandwich Islands are considered the 
inost affected districts. It is professed by 
medical men that unless measures are taken 
soon this State will be afflic.ied terribly by 
the encroachments of the disease. 

A prominent physician of Milwaukee said 


yesterday: “‘As has been well known fo! 
some time, there exists aniong the Norwegian 
population of this State a large number ot | 
cases of the disease whichis now the scourge | 
of the people of the Sandwicu Isiands, and 
which was looked upon by the pevple oi 
Biblical times with such dread and merited 
abuorrence. In searching the records of the 
State Board of Health [cannot fiid that 
effort bas as yet been made to sto) its spread 
or limit its introduction. The disease in 
question is eminentiy coutagious, and is not 


only carried. by actual contact of a heaithy

person with a ieper, but may be acquired 
irum hotei towels and lixe things.

‘that the disease is spreading among us 
and that, tuo, with comparative rapidity, 
cannot for a moment be doubted, and it 
would seem that the time had come for loca! 
and national action to prevent its further in- 
troduction and further spread. To anv one 
who wiil taxe the trouble to investigate this 
inatter the results will not only beof in- 
terest, but wil) be alarming, as the matter is 
one of interest, nut only to the medical pro- 
fession but tothe world at ijarge. I think 
that the attention of the public should be 
drawn toit. l hope that proper actidn may 
be taken through public legislation to blot 
out this most disgusting dlsease from the 
State at least, and perhaps, eventually, from 
the whole nation.”

The Services to Literature of Prince 
Lucien Bonaparte.

In the House of Commons yesterday, July 
13, Mr. Creyke asked the First Lord of the 
rreasury whether it wasa fact that out of 
the annual sum of £1,200 at the disposal of 
tier Majesty’s Government, for the purpose 
ol granting pensions, a pension of £250 had 
been granted to Prince Lucien Ronaparte; 
aud, if so, What services he had rendered to 
the Crown and the country to entitle his 
Highness to so considerable a grant of public 
money. 

i, Gladstone said that he had no hesita- 


‘tion in saying that Prince Lucien Bonaparie 


had, in bis opinion, readered very great ser- 
Vices tu literature indevd, and not only so, 
but precisely the very services for which 
these pensions were specially granted. These 
seryices were philological services, which 
were indispensabie to the effective prosecu- 
tion of the history of human thought and 
buman aifairs. . At the same time, these ser- 
Vices Were of a kind which the publie, as cus- 
Lowers lor the works, did not reaunerate. 
He would give a singie illustration of that 
fuct. Atthe present moment—-it was prob- 
ably Kuown to the House—there was- in 
preparation an important extension of the 
uictlonary of the Euglish language on a 
scaie quite unknown to previous research. 
lhere they were dealing with a great philo- 
logicai work which did teil on immediate 
Study, avi notwithstanding it had been 
fuund impossible to tind any publisher to un- 
dertake tue respousibility of producing it. 
What, then, must nave been the wors of 
Prince Lucien Bonaparte, which consisted of 
a minute luvestigation and collection of the 
vriginal rudimeutary facts out of which all 
Knhowledv’e tora dictionary was necessarily 
obtained ? 

duce wuuse should know that Prince Lu- 
cien Bonaparte tad spent his life mainly as 
a British subject, and devoted himself tu the 
purposes of philojogical inquiry, and had 
spent from time to tlue considerably larger 
sums tha. that he was likely to recelve from 
the trifling amount granted to him [near], 
not only in connection with, books, but 
largely to printuung books, and in the gratuit- 
ous distribution of them tu all students of 
philology. He would give the House a few 
tacts as to the lavors of Prince Lucien 
Bonaparte. Among them was the printing 
of tie Gospel of St. Matthewin twenty- 
nine different languages, for the accuracy of 
every one of Which he was persunaily re- 
sponsible; the printing of the song of the 
Three Children in eleven dialects of the 
Basque language, the printing of tue parabie 
of the Sower tv seventy-two Eurupean lan- 
guages and dialects. The House knew the 
amouutof Jabur and researci which com- 
parative phiiology to this extent must have 
eutailed.

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BENTON AND WEBSTER, 


How They Became Warm Friends After 
Years of Estrangement. 


Communication to the Cincinnati Enquirer, 


One of the most remarkable men in the 
United States Senate of the olden time was 
Col. Thomas H. Benton, with as many faults 
of character and as many good traits as any 
man that ever held a seatin that body. He 
was Ditter (perhaps malignant is the better 
word) in his polities, and neither wished nor 
cared to have friends who disagreed with 
him ir. his politicat faith. By marri he 
was connected with Henry Clay, and was 
the intimate friend of the great orator. Facts 
growing outof the Presidential contest of 
1824, when, through the vote and intiuence 
of Mr. Clay, John Quincy Adams, a minority 
cgndidate, was elected President by the 
House of Representatives over Gen. Jackson, 
who received the highest electoral vote, the 
friendship between Benton and Clay 
cooled, and the part Benton took ia 
the great canvass of 1828 against Adams 
und Ciay broughta hatred between them 
that never healed. At one time Col. Benton, 
espousing the quarrel between his brother, 
Jesse Benton, and Gen. Jackson. they became 
Uitier eueunes, aud Nad a street fignt, and to 
the day of his death Jackson suffered from a 
bal! in his arm from Benton’s pistol. They 
became friends. Benton was too much of a 
man not to espouse the cause of lis brother, 
and Jackson could not in his heart biame 
him for so doing. Once this quarre!, @u:ing 
a how debate, Mr. Clay aliuved to, when Ben- 
ton promptiy replied: ‘‘I‘rue, we quarre.ed, 
aud we fought like men, and became triends 
without leaving any pajourned question of 
veracity between as,” aliuding to a former 
dispute between Adams and Clay, in which 


the latter made sta.eiments regarding Mr. 


Adams while one of the Commissioners to 
suttie the terms of peace with England at 
Ghent, in which Mr. Clay charged aim with 
an attempt to barter aw2zy the free naviga- 
tion of the Mississippi River, and which Mr. 
Adams indignantiy denied. Clay, in the con- 
troversy, prolessed to ve able to prove it by 
one of the Commissioners not then in the 


ing so at some future date. This was the 
last of it. 

Between Webster and Lenton, except acri- 
monious debate in the Senate, there had been 
no quarrel aud no persoval intercourse. For 
years as members of the Senate, day after 
day, they passed each other without recog- 
uition. Beuton, except to his iniimate 
friends, was ullsociail, He would not speak 
10 a doy if the,animal belonged to a yan he 
did not like, 

At the time of the explosion of the then 
largest cannon, called the Peacemaker, ever 
cast In the United States, Mr. Benton was 
on board the Princeton with a party to wit- 
ness its being fired, on a trip down the Poto- 
mac. It was during ethe administration of 
President Tyler. ‘The vessei was crowded 
by the Presidential party, by members of 
the Cabinet and ef Congress, and bv the 
leading men and women of Washington. In 
giving an account of the affair, Col. Benton 
said he was standing near the gun,in the 
best possibile positiun to see the effects of the 
shot. Suddenly some one touched bim on the 
sh ulder who wantea to speak to him, and 
he was elbowed out of the place and another 
took it. The gun was fired and burst, deal- 
ing death and destruction ali arvund. Ex- 
Gov. Gilmer of Virginia, th-n Secretary of 
the Navy, who stood where Benton stood but 
& moment before, was instantly killed, as 
was also Abel P. Usher, the Secretary of 
State; Mr. Gardner, the fatuer of the lady 
who was afterward Mrs. ‘lyler, and others 
of prominence. 

‘Lhe scene had a great effect on Senator 
Benton, who by the concussion was ihrown 
to the deck, but not materialiy injured. He 
then realized that if the Almighty would 
forgive us Our trespasses we must those who 
trespass against us, and he determ.ned to be 
reconciled tu those he had been at outs with, 
and Daniel Webster was amoung the first to 
whoin Benton tendered the olive-brauch of 
peace. Mr. Webster, in describing the scene, 
said Mr. Benton told him thatit seemed as if 
that touch on the shoulder, a moment before 
the gun was fired, saved his life, by drawing 
him away from that which would have been 
instantaneous death, and that tact had 
changed the whole course of his thoughts in 
life. ‘He felt,”’ he said, ‘“‘as if he was a 
different man, and he wished. in the first 
place, to be at peace with ali those with 
wh im he had been at variance, and so, Mr. 
Webster I have come ty you. Let us bury 
the hatchet.” Of course Mr. Webster re- 
sponded to the invitation. ‘The oid political 
enemies shook hands, and ever aiter their 
intercoursé was cordiai and pieasant. And, 
in relating this experience, Mr. Webster 
added that there Was no man in the United 
Siates Senate of whom he could bave asked 
a reasonable or proper favor with more 
assurance. of obtaining it than from Col 
Thewas H. Benton.

A Prince’s Power to Kill. 


From the London Daily Newe. 


An important State trial! has recently 
taken place at Ranguon. A Shan Prince so- 
journing in British Burmah being prosecut- 
ed at the Sessions for murder, demurred to 
the jurisdiction of tne Court, averripg that 
he was invested with the power of life and 
death over his subjects and retainers, and 
had, therefore, committed no crime under 
his law. The British Court vf Rangoon, 
aviding by the Indian Pena! C de, overruled 
the demurrer, and he was tried and found 
guilty. The case has since come on upon 
appeal before the Special Court, which, how- 
ever, confirmed the finding, and the sentence 
of death. Curiously enough, the view taken 
by-the Prince of his prerogative appea 8 to 
excite sympathy in organs representing na- 
tiveopinion. The paper called Reis and 
Rayyet, for example, observes that “it may 
readily be beiieved that as a Shan chief the 
accused thought nothing of cutting down 
one of his Shan fo:lowers who had done 
wrong, andtuat he honestly believed in his 
right.” The writer adds that the “argue 
ment of the Appellate Judges is far from 
convincing, and is worth nothing in a court 
in Asia.” On these grounds a hope Is exe 
pressed that ‘Mr. Crossthwaite will see his 
way toa reprieve,” or, failing this, that**the 
Viceroy will come to the rescue.”

What They Cost, the People They Carry and 
the Speed They Attain—The First Hydrau~ 
lic Elevator—Accidents that Have Occurred 
Here—Other Facts. 


“There’s nobody has so many ups and downs in 
life as the elevator-boy,” said a tall, florid-faced 
and jovial sort of gentleman who was one of about 
fifteen passengersin thecab,and who iaughed 
very immoderately at his own joke, while some of 
the other passengers smiled anda few laughed. 
The elevator-boy’s face did not betray the slight- 
est emotion; he kept on reading the story of 
“Squint-Eyed Bob” in the Stovepipe Companion, 
just as if nothing had been said. The tall gentle- 


man felt hurt and got off at the third floor, with 
his mind evidently made up never to waste a good 
thing on such a desert air again. When the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, who happened to be in the 
cab when the joke was wasted, was comilg 
down, he asked the boy why he had paid noatten- 
tion to it. ; 

“Oh, psbaw!” he answered, “I’ve been hearing 
that thing a@ thousand times a day for four 
years. 

“Huve you been that long sailing up and down 
this shaft?” the reporcver asked. 

“Never missed a day since I first took hold in 
September ’79,”” said the boy, proud of his clean 
record. 

‘How many trips do you make a day!” 

“Between two and three hundred; Keep her go- 
ing ali the time.” 

“And carry how many passengers?” 

“From one to twenty-five or thirty.” 

“What’s your quickest trip up?” 

I’ve gone from the ground floor to the sixth 
story in nine seconds, but withoutany passengers.

Eievutor accideiNs are not frequent any longer. 
The auiomaue ciosing doors have contributed 
muateriaily to Lhe saleiy of life, many persons 
having, before tis invention came into use, met 
death by tumbling down the open shaft; particu- 
larly was this the case with treight elevators in 
Lictories Wiere boys were allowed to play around 
the dangerous ousEnes: The record of crushed 
heads and broken limbs by elevator aceidents was 
quite small last year, aud indeed since the intro- 
auction. of the invention here there has been 
nothing specially horrible to chronicle. In a 
Fourth street store some years ago a eab fell 
Witt several passengers, and one or two per- 
sous were killed. Lhe rapid spread of the 
fire in the old Southern was made 
through ihe elevator openings, entailing the 
loss of seventeen lives; but these are about the 
only catastrophes that can be attributed, directly 
or indirectly, to St. Louis elevators. An accident 
in which there was a mixture of the comic and 
horrible was thatatthe Windsor Flats, where a 
scrub-woman On her Knees had her feet project- 
ing through a doorway iuto the shaft, when the 
cab Came sailing down and broke both her limbs 
ut the ankles. A fuuny accident occurred in the 
Polytechnic Building some time ago, when the 
large cab used there got stuck in the sliaft with a 
load of scngol girls, Who were kept imprisoned 
for several hours. <A terrible occurrence was the 
Killing of a workman at the shot-tower, who fell 
with the elevator almost from the top of the 
structure, and was mangied almost toa jelly by 
seventeen pigs of lead which he had with him on 
the platiorin.
